Practical Difficulties of reat Train Speed. 


Piret of all, we must know how soon after 
recclviug warning of danger, a train of 350 
tons, runmig a mile in 30 seconds, can be 
stopped. it is estimated that if runnipgat 
Wiles per hour, with the tall braking 
weight of Lhe train utilized, and the rails tu 
t'e most favorable condition, this train 
could be brought to a 1ull stop in YOU feet : 
at SY mules per hour, in 1,000 feet : at 9U 
mules per hour, in 2,025 feet : and, tinally, 
at 100 miles per hour. in 2,500 feet. These 
tigures at once establish the fact that under 

| the best possible conditions the track must 
| be kept clear of all obstruction for at least 
|} 2,500 feet in advance of a train running at 
|the highest limit; but we must estimate 
| the clearance for the worst conditions, such 
as slippery rails, foggy weather, and un- 
| favorable yrades ; the personal equation of 
the engineman must aléo be considered in 
| a train covering 145 feet each second, 
} Would it be too much to ask that the en- 
| gineman receive his warning three-quarters 
| of a mile before he muet balt’ 

The ditheulties of arranging for the pas 
sage of trains of this character are tenth ond 

| we are not speaking of special trains, but 
rather of regular trains, running ag freyuent- 
ly as may Le desired. It should be remeni- 
bered that, lu a two-hour run, the tastest 
trains of to-day would require a leeway of 
an hour, and slower onea would have to 
start proporticnately earlier, or be passed 
| on the way. 

The most improved forms of signalling 
and inter! cking, be they mechanical, pnev- 
matic, electric, automatic, @ otherwise, 
j which areso necessary to the safe movement 
| of passenger trains, may be introduced, but 
caunot be placed nearer together than three 
qvarters of @ mile. The very presence of 
these signals, while giving the maximum 
seicty, has in practice made prompt move- 
ment more diticult. This state of affairs 
would point to the necessity tor an increase 
iu the number of tracks, so that passenzer 
trains could be grouped on the basis of 
speed just as it has been found already ne- 
; cessary, Oo crowded lines, to separate the
